George was ready foz to right his cauſe. 
Amang t all the ex us of George his mad companions; he ſe» 
lected halfe a dozen of luſty fellowes foz to accompany him in 
all his paſtimes and mecriments, which wers as officers vnder 
bim; and theſs were they, Tom the Taberer, bee was made 
Dꝛummor, Cuthbert ths Cobler, hs was made Lieftenant, and 
Stitch the Taploz boze the colozs, and Tobit the Chzecher, Miles 
the Piller, Smug the Þmith @ericants. George haning got 
bis crue about him to my hoſt Bankes his honſe there where 
good liquoz grew, aud was ſoldby the pownd,foz that was aps 
pointed foz their meeting place, and haning whetted their wits 
with a little nappy ale, George a Greene began to make this o- 
ration following to his Souldiers, Loning friends and Conn. 
trepmen my trus and luſty boonecompanions, ſ&ing it hath 
pleaſed you ont of your louea ann good Wills that teu beare me,

Any mad pzanks were made and done by George 2 
Greene, and his Companions ; which made them fa. 
mous ouer ali England. Amongſt all the reſt of his otherJefts, 
this was one, there dwelt in the Towne of Wakefield, an he- 
neſt labouring man, called commonly by the name of Zod- 
man Patience: whoſe ill hap was (0 that he in his marriage 
met not with bis like (4 meane,a patient woman) nay rather 
de was matcht with a ranke fcolv,that after hunnp mone was 
paſt began to call him Rogue and Raſcall inſtead of Lozd and 
Maſter: this poze man led (ach an vatoward lite with her, 
that he made bis moane to an honeſt friend, who gaue him the 
God giue pon top of pour new marriage. Joy neighboz,quoth 
be, marry pou might as well bid God giae me (oy of a halter 
instead of my wedding ſheete; which J wiſh had betived 
marria hanging goeth by deftt- 
np; and alſo married couples, ſap, haue but two god 
daves in their lite, the dap of marriage, the yay of death, 2 
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mons, faz I tell yon good neigbbour, in my dapes, 4 could 
haus ruled two Yogs, but now J aſſars pon, J cannot role 
one Sow. But this is the miſchiefe, Jmaſt be married with 
a peſtlence, and now J thinke on it good neighbonr, 3 will 
fell ponſach another ief& liks to this.
